M uskie Ponders 
Campaign Plans 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With the 
latest unemployment figure standing 
at 8.2 per cent, AFL-CIO President 
George Meany says the rate could 
climb to IO per cent by July. 
“We’re past a recession. We’re going 
into a depression,’’ he said Sunday on 
CBS’ “Face the Nation.” 
To cope with the surge in jobless 
Americans, Meany said there should 
be more public service jobs, public 
works grants and prompt congression­ 
al action on tax relief. 
“We’re now fighting a war to 
preserve our way of life... and we have 
people in Congress and the White 
House who seem insensitive to the 
problems of the American people,” 
Meany said. 
The government reported last week 
that 
unemployment 
in 
January 
climbed to 8.2 per cent of the work 
force, the highest since the end of the 
Depression in 1941 when it averaged 
8.8 per cent for the full year. There 
were 55.9 million persons in the work 
force that year. Today the work force 


totals about 91 million. 
The Ford administration’s most 
recent forecast is for an 8.5 jobless rate 
later this year. 
Meany also called for 6 per cent 
mortgages to help revive the housing 
industry. He said 6 per cent loans are 
made in the Soviet Union and should be 
available to Americans. 
Rep. Henry S. Reuss, D-Wis., 
chairm an of the House Banking 
Committee, said he felt Meany’s call 
for 6 per cent credit might be asking 
too much. 
« 
“I’d like to get the mortgage rate 
down to 8 per cent on its way to 7 per 
cent,” Reuss said on ABC’s “ Issues 
and Answers.” 
Meanwhile, a report by the staff of 
the Congressional Joint Economic 
Committee put the finger on taxation 
as a major culprit in the inflation 
spiral. It said a family earning $12,626 
in 1973 had to spend an extra $1,840 in 
1974 just to maintain its standard of 
living, paying out $379 more for food, 
$393 more for housing and $145 more 


for transportation. 
A typical middle-income family also 
could expect a 25 per cent increase in 
federal, state and local taxes, with its 
tax burden rising from $1,607 in 1973 to 
$2,033 last year, the report said. 
In the same period, Social Security 
taxes rose 22 per cent, it said. 
The report prompted Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey, D-Minn., chairman of the 
committee, to observe: “This is the 
first recession rn history' in which the 
tax burden on families and individuals 
has increased.” 
The auto industry, which has 
manifested the most dramatic impact 
of the recession, is showing faint signs 
of hope. 
The backlog of unsold cars at the end 
of January experienced the first 
decline since the 1975 model year 
began last September but was still far 
larger than what the industry con­ 
siders normal. The backlog was more 
than three-months worth of unsold 
autos. The industry considers a two- 
month backlog sufficient.

In an hour-long, often philosophical 
interview in his office, the lanky Maine 
Democrat said he plans to spend 1975 
as “a full-time senator,” looking ahead 
to the 1976 Senate race in Maine. 
But he conceded the lure of the 
presidency remains after his 1972 bid,

chemistry about the whole thing that 
keeps you drawn to it. 
“I can think of all sorts of personal

CIA's Chile Role 
Clarified By Helms 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Former CIA 
Director Richard M. Helms admits he 
intentionally failed to tell Senate 
committees all he knew about CIA 
work in Chile and withheld information 
about the Nixon adm inistration’s 
desire to have the Marxist government 
of Salvador Allende overthrown. 
Helms* admission was made in 
secret testimony last month before the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee. 
A censored version of his statements 
was released Sunday. 
Meanwhile, the Rockefeller com­ 
mission investigating domestic spying 
by the CIA planned to resume hearings 
today with testimony from James J. 
Angleton, 
form er 
CIA 
count­ 
erintelligence chief, and Retired Vice 
Adm. William F. Rabom Jr., another 
former CIA director. 
Angleton retired from the CIA late 
last year after allegations the agency 
kept secret files on 10,000 Americans. 
Rabom left the agency in 1966. 
Helms appeared before the Foreign 
Relations Committee Jan. 22 to explain 
various apparent discrepancies in pre­ 
viously sworn statements regarding 
CIA operations abroad and at home. 
• “ I felt obliged to keep some of this 
stuff, in other words, not volunteer a 
good deal of information,” Helms said 
of his testimony in 1973 before the For­ 
eign Relations panel and a sub­ 
com m ittee on m ultinational cor­ 
porations. 
Helms denied he ever knowingly lied 
to a congressional committee, but 
said, “If I have been guilty in the past 
of not having gone the whole way, all 
right.” 


Testifying two years ago on his 
nomination to be ambassador to Iran, 
Helms was asked if the CIA tried “to 
overthrow the government of Chile.” 
Allende headed the government and 
died when the military staged a suc­ 
cessful coup in 1973. 
“No sir,” Helms replied without 
elaboration. 
“Did you have any money passed to 
the opponents of Allende,” Helms was 
asked. 
“No sir,” said Helms. 
“So the stories you were involved in 
that are wrong entirely?” Helms was 
asked. 
“Yes sir,” Helms replied. 


He told the Foreign Relations panel 
last month he should have answered 
the 1973 questions “in a much more 
extensive way.” 


“I think I made one mistake in that 
testimony, maybe a serious mistake, 
but I should have probably asked 
either to go off the record or to have 
asked to discuss this m atter in some 
other forum....” Helms said. He said 
disclosure of CIA operations against 
the Allende government could have 
further damaged relations between the 
United States and Chile. 


“ As far as the earlier statement is 
concerned, whether the agency tried to 
overthrow the government of Chile, I 
answered ‘no.’ I believe that is true ...”

Ohio Demo Solons Pushing Own Programs 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Former 
Gov. John J. Gilligan has something of 
a government in exile in the form of 
heavy Democratic majorities in the 
legislature, and leaders say they plan 
to assert themselves with GOP Gov. 
James A. Rhodes. 
Their passage, over Republican 
objections, of a $91.3 million school 
appropriations bill appears to be the 
first of many Democratic proposals 
which will face Rhodes’ precarious 
veto power. More than a few are 
Gilligan leftovers. 
House Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., 
D-89 New Boston, who needs to garner 
a single GOP vote in the House to make 
the legislature veto proof, said “There 
are going to be a lot of others. We’ll 
listen to his ideas, but we’ve got some 
of our own. We are not just going to sit 


here and wait.” 
Em ploym ent, energy, and the 
economy were among issues listed by 
Riffe and other leaders as areas in 
which Democrats expect to have 
programs. Some already are pending. 
In addition, Gilligan left behind a 
two-year budget proposal totaling $11.5 
billion* It is built largely around 
substantial increases for public 
education and social programs the 
former governor espoused. 
The House Finance-Appropriations 
Committee, under Chairman Myrl 
Shoemaker, D-88 Bonnieville, already 
has been assigned that document. 
Rhodes’ budget for the biennium 
starting next July I is not expected 
until about March IO. 
Democrats already appear to be off 
and running on several labor-backed 


bills Gilligan and the Ohio Democratic 
Party included in their state platform 
last fall. Hottest among those is a bill 
to repeal the Ferguson Act, long 
deplored by labor for its ban on public 
employe strikes and accompanying 
harsh penalties. 
Hearings also have started on 
Democratic bills to make Ohioans who 
quit their jobs eligible for jobless pay 
after 90 days, eliminate discrimination 
in the extension of credit on the basis of 
sex or age, and to earmark a share of 
severance tax revenues—those im­ 
posed for extraction of minerals—for 
restoration of abandoned strip mined 
lands. 
A major Gilligan priority that failed 
to make it last year in the legislature, 
giving the state’s mental patients a so­ 
called “bill of rights,” is back again 


with Democrats predicting passage. It 
is designed along the lines of a suc­ 
cessful measure last year that spelled 
out the legal rights of the state’s 
mentally retarded. 
Democrats also have nabbed a 
series of more or less “nonpartisan” 
issues such as no fault auto insurance, 
drug reform, and investigation of the 
Public Utilities Commission and its 
energy related rated making powers. 
Second-term Rep. David Hartley, D- 
60 Springfield, has introduced a bill 
that would claim another $8.3 million 
of a $122 million surplus Rhodes said 
would exist at the end of this fiscal 
year. It seeks to add to the $91.3 million 
school bill a series of anti-poverty 
programs for which an additional $25 
million in federal funds would be 
available, Hartley said. He has the 


support of more than 40 House spon­ 
sors, including Shoemaker. 
So 
far, 
the 
only 
Rhodes 
ad­ 
ministration bill to be introduced is a 
measure calling for $14.7 million from 
the surplus to cover an expected deficit 
in welfare payments later in the year. 
His biggest efforts currently are to 
get legislative approval of four con­ 
stitutional propositions for submission 
to voters in the June 3 primary. They 
involve various bond issue programs 
and deal with industrial expansion, 
downtown development of cities, 
transportation, and housing. 
“These are the four most important 
things in the state right now if we want 
to make Ohio depression proof,” the 
governor said. Riffe pledged that the 
legislature, faced with a March 4 
deadline to placing them on the 


statewide ballot, will study the 
programs on their merit. 
Aside 
from 
the 
legislature, 
Democrats dominate the majority of 
the state’s more than 180 boards and 
commissions by virtue of Gilligan 
appointments to specific terms. They 
will give way to Republicans over the 
next few years as terms expire. 


Gilligan never completely replaced 
Republican appointees of the last 
Rhodes administration, since tem is on 
many agencies are for four and six 
years. Rhodes named Frank Avren, a 
long time aide, to the Board of Per­ 
sonnel Review before leaving office in 
1971. 
Avren’s term expires next week, but 
Rhodes came back in time to appoint 
him to a new term, which he did.

VENICE, Italy IAP) - An alarm 
system foiled an attempt during the 
night to steal paintings by Titian, 
Donatello and other Renaissance 
masters from the Basilica of the 
Friars, the Venetian police reported 
today. 
The attempt came four days after 
thieves made off with three priceless 
paintings by Raphael and Piero della 
Francesca from the Ducal Palace in 
Ur tune. 70 miles east of Florence. 
Officials blamed that theft on the lack 
of an alarm system 
The target of the thieves in Venice 
was a chapel of the basilica containing 
a dozen masterpieces, including an 
altarpiece of the Madonna by Titian 
and paintings by Donatello, Bellini and 
Vivarini. 
The police said the burglars ap­ 
parently had studied the basilica very 
carefully and broke through two metal 
gates and two doors without setting off 
alarms But when they tried to get into 
the chapel, they set off an alarm siren 
installed two years ago and all the 
lights in the basilica went on automati­ 
cally. 
The thieves escaped. 
Meanwhile, Giovanni Spadolini, the 
new cultural assets minister, said he 
had urged the government to use the 
army to guard the country’s many art 
treasures until modem alarm systems 
were installed in churches, museums 
and historical places. 
Spadolini said the government would 
not pay ransom for the return of the 
three paintings stolen from Ur bino — 
The Flagellation of Christ and The 
Madonna of Semgallia by Piero della 
Francesca and Raphael’s La Muta 
(The Mute Girl > — because it was “not 
prepared to negotiate with thieves nor

VENICE, Italy (AP) - An alarm 
system foiled an attempt during the 
night to steal paintings by Titian, 
Donatello and other Renaissance 
masters from the Basilica of the 
Friars, the Venetian police reported 
today. 
The attempt came four days after 
thieves made off with three priceless 
paintings by Raphael and Piero della 
Francesca from the Ducal Palace in 
Urbino, 70 miles east of Florence. 
Officials blamed that theft on the lack 
of an alarm system. 
The target of the thieves in Venice 
was a chapel of the basilica containing 
a dozen masterpieces, including an 
altarpiece of the Madonna by Titian 
and paintings by Donatello, Bellini and 
Vivarini. 
The police said the burglars ap­ 
parently had studied the basilica very 
carefully and broke through two metal 
gates and two doors without setting off 
alarms. But when they tried to get into 
the chapel, they set off an alarm siren 
installed two years ago and all the 
lights in the basilica went on automati­ 
cally. 
The thieves escaped. 
Meanwhile, Giovanni Spadolini, the 
new cultural assets minister, said he 
had urged the government to use the 
army to guard the country’s many art 
treasures until modem alarm systems 
were installed in churches, museums 
and historical places. 
Spadolini said the government would 
not pay ransom for the return of the 
three paintings stolen from Urbino — 
The Flagellation of Christ and The 
Madonna of Senigallia by Piero della 
Francesca and Raphael’s La Muta 
(The Mute Girl) — because it was “not 
prepared to negotiate with thieves nor

to bow to blackmailers.” 
Urbino’s Communist mayor said the 
town of 19,000 wouldn’t pay either. 
“If we had money, we wouldn’t be 
without school buses and other social 
services,” he said. 
Only the Raphael belonged to the 
museum. The two Pieros were on loan 
from the Roman Catholic Church. 
A telephone caller on Friday 
demanded 3 billion lire ($4.8 million), 
and the Urbino prosecutor said the 
caller proved he had access to the 
paintings by describing minute details 
on the backs. But some sources said 
there had been no further contact with 
the caller, and officials were no longer 
certain that he was one of the thieves.

NEW YORK - The dear old free 
press, what’s left of it through the 
world, is taking another shellacking.

Torrijos Herrera, autocratic ruler of 
the Republic of Panama since 1968, is 
insisting on a large-scale rewrite of the 
original treaty TR imposed on a nation 
we carved out of Columbia by bold 
gunboat diplomacy we wouldn’t dream 
of trying to repeat today.

The only thing wrong was that Big 
John had a duodenal ulcer with a fine 
sense of revenge. Every time he

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dropped a load of garbage on it, the 
ulcer burned like a lighted cigarette, 
and my father drank quarts of milk 
and light cream to extinguish the fire. 
I took him to our home in Florida, 
and he found Dr. Louis Bennett. Lou 
was as thorough and conscientious 
with his patients as Kroll. He too 
studied the lists of complaints. One day 
Dr. Bennett said, “John, I think you 
should have a small drink of wine 
before dinner. 
At once Bennett became a com­ 
bination of Albert Schweitzer and 
Albert Einstein in our house. Big John 
kept a half-gallon of cheap wine in his 
closet next to his shoes. Often he came 
to the dinner table in a rollicking 
mood, talking incessantly about the 
good old days. 
My wife and I sneaked into his room 
and examined the wine bottle. It was 
always half-full. So, it seems, was Dad. 
It required a month of searching to 
find that, while we were out in the 
afternoon, he had ordered gallons and 
gallons of wine and had them stashed 
everywhere. 
He was deep in his 80s when we 
dumped those bottles down the drain. 
“The doctor,” he said plaintively, 
“says its good for my appetite. 
Besides, this is waste. We waste and a 
million Chinese children starve to 
death every year.” 
Within a week, he developed a chest 
cough. Kelly got him a bottle of 
medicine. Big John downed it in two 
gulps and came floating out of his 
bedroom like a ballet dancer. Within a 
short time, he phoned the druggist and 
ordered a case of it. It required time to 
find that the cough medicine was 14 
per cent alcohol. 
After that, he tried to fake a faint 
cough, staring at us for pity, but we 
looked right through him. Dr. Bennett 
gave him a diuretic. Dad’s ankles and 
legs became lean, and so did his will to 
live. 
Once in awhile he would say to me, 
“Today is somebody’s anniversary — I 
forget who — but we ought to celebrate 
with a dram.” I would pour him a 
drink and he would watch when the 
pouring stopped, and complain, “Don’t 
tell me you call that a drink. That 
wouldn’t dampen a bum tooth.” So I’d 
pour a little more, get the ice, and he’d 
say, “Easy on the water. It rusts 
everything it touches.” 
I noticed that when he was 60, he 
became sensitive about his age. He 
tried hard to be younger. But when he 
reached 80, he tried to stretch his age 
in the opposite direction. To anyone 
who asked, he would say: “I’m in my 
81st year.” 
When he was dying, at 85, he 
beckoned me to the bed. “If I go,” he 
whispered, “for God’s sake don’t be a 
cheapskate. Buy a couple of drinks and 
a good dinner for everybody who 
comes to pay their respects. . . ”

Speaking Of Your Health

My hands become red, irritated and 
itchy as soon as I get to the factory on 
Monday morning. It seems to disap­ 
pear towards the end of the week and 
starts again on Monday. 
Mrs. B.V.,Ga. 
Dear Mrs. V.: 
This is a common story told by 
people who work with chemicals and 
dyes. 
The condition you describe seems to 
be a “contact dermatitis.” When one is 
sensitive or allergic to any irritating 
substance the skin becomes beefy red, 
itching, swollen and painful. 
Anyone who has ever had poison ivy 
or sumac poisoning recognizes such a 
skin reaction. 
I don’t understand why the irritation 
disappears as the week goes on. I do 
understand that lack of exposure to the 
offending substance can explain why 
you feel better over weekends. 
It takes intensive detective work on 
the part of an allergist to track down 
the offender. But in your case, you 
have pin-pointed the problem yourself. 
Obiviously, it is something that you are 
exposed to at the factory. 
lf you can eliminate, one by one, the 
dyes, chemicals or irritating sub­ 
stances, you many solve your own 
problem. If not. work with an allergist 


to find the cause of your contact 
dermatitis. 


Are there valid medical reasons why 
a girl who is menstruating should 
avoid sports or swimming? 
MissE.F., W.V. 


Dear Miss F.: 
Many myths still exist about men­ 
struation. For centuries, superstitions 
have continued about this normal 
function. 
Unless there are severe abdominal 
cramps, or other annoying symptoms, 
there really is no danger in indulging 
in sports in moderation. 
Esthetic reasons, rather than 
medical dangers, keep most women 
out of the water during the menstrual 
period. 
Even in this enlightened era, it is 
surprising 
how 
frequently 
new 
misconceptions arise and are handed 
down from generation to generation.

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NEW YORK (AP) - As Alan 
Greenspan, chairman of the Council of 
Economic Advisers, was predicting 
Friday that the jobless rate would 
peak at 8.5 per cent later this year, it 
probably already had reached that 
figure. 
An AFLrCIO spokesman estimates 
that while January unemployment was 
8.2 per cent, the continued layoffs 
throughout the country has pushed the 
rate to around 8.5 or 8.6 per cent by 
now. 
Is America afraid to face the facts? 
To their clients only, some private 
economists are forecasting a IO per 
cent rate later this year. Already that 
percentage has been exceeded in 
certain industries and in certain areas. 
And the jobless statistics don’t tell 
all the story either. There are coun­ 
tless thousands underemployed. 
Asked what the sharp rise in 
unemployment means, consumer 
pollsters say: A further loss of con­ 
fidence. 
Lower confidence means lower 
economic activity. Despair begets 
more. A sinking economy feeds on 
itself, devours itself. 
Albert Sindlinger, the consumer 
marketing authority and pollster, had 
been forecasting IO per cent unem­ 
ployment by October. Now he’s 
sticking to an estimate of “at least IO 
per cent,” but moving it up several 
months. 
Unemployment is bad news even for 
the employed. It endangers jobs in 
sales, housing, finance, travel. Even 
stocks. 
At the New York Stock Exchange, 
William Freund, chief economist, sees 
the “startling” unemployment rate as 
a further manifestation of weakness, 
“and it shows the dimensions of the 
problems we as a nation now face.” 
Freund said he had expected a high 
rate, as did most everyone, but he had 
not expected a surge of unemployment 
to come on so suddenly and sharply. 
Pierre Rinfret, an adviser to 
President 
Nixon, 
recalls 
being 
criticized for speaking his mind when 
he began talking about such high 
jobless rates. 
At a White House meeting, Rinfret 
said, he once told the President that 
the 
jobless 
rate 
would 
rise 
to 
dangerous heights if the economy were 
permitted to drag along. 
Shocked, Nixon turned to another 
adviser who calmed the President, 
Rinfret relates, by telling him: “You 
know Pierre exaggerates.” Rinfret 
maintains we have chosen to believe 
fantasies rather than facts. 


Now that the nation is faced with the 
facts, there seems still to be some 
reluctance to recognize them. 
Meanwhile, the mood of the country 
turns sour. 
An autoworker or a steelworker with 
nothing to do but stoke his own fury 
cannot contribute to the well-being of 
his community. 
Neither can an idle teenager who is 
just learning his unemployment isn’t 
just an unlucky accident but to some 
extent represents an establishment 
bias, union and management, against 
helping the unskilled learn to earn 
their way. 
Mark Twain Was 
Also Inventor 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Mark Twain 
gave millions of Americans a lift — 
figure-atively as well as intellectually. 
Although most are familiar with 
Twain’s literary efforts via Huck Finn 
and Tom Sawyer, few know that 
Samuel L. Clemens — Twain’s real 
name — gave Americans a lift in 
fashions as well. 
On Dec. 19, 1871, Clemens was 
granted a patent for “an improvement 
in adjustable aand detachable straps 
for garments” that proved a boom to 
fashion-minded men and women 
everywhere, says the Intellectual 
Property Owners Inc., a nonprofit 
group devoted to creating public 
awareness of the importance of a 
reliable patent system. 
In his patent application, Clemens 
said “my invention consists of an 
adjustable ana detachable elastic 
strap for vests, pantaloons and other 
garments requiring straps” and added 
that “it is obvious that my adjustable 
straps may be made nonelastic as well 
as elastic without departing from my 
invention but I prefer to make them 
elastic.” 


Credit Card Industry 
Marks 24th Birthday 


NEW YORK (AP) - The U.S. credit 
card industry is marking its 25th an­ 
niversary in 1975. When the first credit 
cards were issued in 1950, only .200 
Americans owned them, according to 
Diners Club, the founding company. 
Today, more than 65 million credit 
cards are in use in the U.S. 
The first credit card directory, 
published a quarter of a century ago, 
contained the names of just 27 
restaurants and two hotels — all in the 
New York City area.

Harry, arrested for bribing a 
policeman, insisted in court that he 
had done no wrong. But the prosecutor 
came up with a tape recording in 
which Harry repeatedly made in­ 
criminating statements. 
At this juncture, his attorney raised 
an objection. 
“This tape,” he pointed out, “ is so 
scratchy in several places that it is 
incomprehensible. If a tape is not clear 
all the way through, it should not be 
admitted as evidence.” 
However, the court held the tape 
admissible — and it helped send Harry 
to jail. The court said a less-than- 
perfect tape, like any other less-than 
perfect piece of evidence, should be 
accepted for whatever it is worth. 
Courts generally agree that a tape 
need not be flawless to be used in trial. 
This kind of evidence is often too 
important in proving (or disproving) 
guilt to be lightly discarded. 
Nevertheless, the defects might be 
so pervasive as to cast doubt on the 
validity of the entire recording. In 
another case, the charge was murder. 
But the allegedly incriminating tape 
had so much static that it could be 
understood only in brief snatches. 
This time, the court threw out the 
evidence altogether. 
“ Basic fairness,” said the judge, 
“ demanded its exclusion." 
Of course, a tape is even less ac­ 
ceptable if it has been deliberately 
tampered with. 


In another case, involving a dispute 
over the legal title to a house, the 
plaintiff offered a recording of a 
converstation between him and the 
defendant. 


But under questioning, the plaintiff 
acknowledged that he had subjected 
the tape to some “ editing.” The court 
promptly rejected his evidence. 


“ In this case,” observed the judge, 
“ this tape does not speak for itself.”

Diaries Of Peace Corpsmen 


WASHINGTON (AP) - If you were 
in the Peace Corps and kept a diary, 
the Smithsonian Institution would like 
to hear from you. 
It says it is convinced that scholars 
in the future will discover a wealth of 
data about little-known people and 
events in the diaries, journals and cor­ 
respondence of former Peace Corps 
volunteers. 
With this in mind, Herman J. Viola, 
director of the institution’s an­ 
thropological archives, is seeking 
donations. But he would like you to 
write to him first. 


“ I am simply astounded at some of 
the events of significant historical 
interest that volunteers have been 
associated with in one way or another,’ 
Viola said. “ The Peace Corps volun­ 
teer who works in a foreign society for 
several years often has an entirely 
different perspective of an event or de­ 
velopment than has a 
visiting 
scholar.” 


In addition to journals and diaries, 
Viola is interested in letters written 
home, sketches made by volunteers or 
people they worked with, interesting 
photographs and tape recordings. Also 
valuable are topics dealing with 
natural phenomena, cultural norms, 
narratives, eyewitness accounts of 
historic events and anthropology, he 
said.

Viola says he will respond with 
advice on what is desired and a short 
legal form transferring ownership. No 
money will be paid for the material but 
the Smithsonian will pay for postage 
charges and will return copies of 
donated material on request. 


The archives contain many old 
journals and documents written by 
Americans who traveled all over the 
world a century ago. Viola said 
researchers have found them ex­ 
tremely useful. 


“ The experience and impact upon 
foreign cultures of 100,000 young 
volunteers during the past 14 years 
represents a unique chapter in 
American history,” he said. “ Future 
scholars will undoubtedly be in­ 
terested in chronicling this movement 
as seen through the eyes of its par­ 
ticipants.”

Carney, 40, just beginning his second 
two-year term in the Ohio House, 
prepared a bill that would establish an 
18-member committee to conduct the 
investigation. It would make a 
progress report every six months, and 
submit a final report to the governor 
and legislature by Jan. I, 1977. 
“ The bill stipulates that the study 
commission give particular attention 
to the formula, auditing, investigatory, 
and hearing procedures which the 
commission uses when fixing utility 
rates to see if they are appropriate in 
today’s state and national economic 
picture,” the Youngstown lawmaker 
said. 
Further, he said the committee 
would be directed to investigate how 
the utilities commission handles 
requests for rate revisions, consumer

appointed by their respective leaders.

Carney, majority whip of the House 
and a member of the Ohio Energy 
Emergency Commission, said the 
PUCO — which is responsible for regu­ 
lating all public utility companies in 
the state — is particularly important 
now with fuel shortages, already 
boosting the costs of services. 
“ It is essential that we do something 
to improve its efficiency, and to make 
whatever changes are needed to 
enable the PUCO to more effectively 
perform its functions and duties,” he 
said. 
Carney was the prime sponsor of the 
bill that created Ohio’s Energy 
Commission. He introduced it in the 
legislature in early 1973 almost a year 
before the Arab oil embargo and 
related events underscored the scope 
of Ohio’s and the nation’s energy 
problems.

(AP) — If you’re 
fearful that famine or depression are 
around the corner or that rising food 
prices will leave you hungry, Ron 
Whipple has an offer for you. 
For $395 he’ll sell you ll small 
cartons of dehydrated food which he 
says can be stored for 15 years or more 
and will provide one person with three 
balanced meals a day for a year. 
Whipple, 31-year-old president of 
Beehive Specialty Foods, says there 
are three reasons to buy his food 
package. 
“ First, it’s a hedge against personal 
or natural disaster,” he says. “ If Pop 
gets run over by a truck, the family 
still eats. 
“ Second, it’s a hedge against in­ 
flation. If anything goes wrong, you 
still eat. 
“ Third, many of these foods are 
economical on a day-to-day basis.” 
Beehive is one of several firms 
across the nation offering these 
packages. 
The idea of dehydrated food is not 
new. Schools, prisons and other in­

Fugitive's New

Johnny Miller 
fains Hope Classic 


PALM SPRINGS, Calif. (AP) - 
Now, perhaps more than anyone ever 
has before, Johnny Miller has thrown 
down the challenge to Jack Nicklaus. 
“Right now I might be No. I,” the 
quiet, soft-spoken but completely 
unabashed young man said after 
scoring his third victory in four starts 
this season. 
This one came by a comfortable 
three strokes in the $160,000 Bob Hope 
Desert Classic, and put Miller ahead of 
last season's pace when he scored 
eight victories, acquired Player of the 
Year honors and collected a record 
$353,021 in prize winnings. 
Nicklaus, the famed and feared 
Golden Bear who has dominated pro 
golf for the past decade, did not 
compete in this unique, five-day 90- 
hole grind that is spread over four 
desert courses. 
“Jack has been No. I so long, people 
are wanting someone to challenge 
him,” Miller said after posting a last 
round, four-under-par 68, for a 339 
total, a distant 21-under par. 
“I think just because they want to 
see somebody else up there, they’re 
beginning to say I’m No. I,” Miller 
said. "Right now I might be. 
“But Jack has the ability to be 
better,” said Miller who has been, 
quite possibly, the outstanding player 
in the game since his record triumph in 
the 1973 U.S. Open. 
‘‘He has the potential,” Miller said. 
“He’s stronger than I am and more 
experienced. But he’s not playing up to 


his potential, and I am. 
“Maybe I’m better right now, but he 
could be.” 
Nicklaus has played only twice this 
year. He tied Miller for sixth in the 
Bing Crosby National Pro-Am, the 
only time Miller has played and failed 
to win this year. Nicklaus was a distant 
14th in the Hawaiian Open. Miller 
didn’t play there. And Jack isn’t 
playing in this week’s San Diego Open. 
He’s sticking to his usual schedule, 
all aimed toward putting his game at a 
peak at the Masters in Augusta, Ga., 
the first week in April. That schedule 
calls for no more than than two 
tournaments ina row and probably 
only three or four more appearances 
before the Masters. 
Miller now has won ll American 
tournaments in the last 14 months. 
The $32,000 he collected from this 
tournament pushed his winnings for 
the year to $108,343. That compares 
with $100,943 at this stage a year ago — 
when he set a record — and he’s 
planning on playing a little more this 
year. 
“I played good enough to win most 
tournaments,” said Jerry Heard, 
second to Miller in Phoenix and third 
in this one. 
"The way he’s playing, he’s making 
the rest of us look lie monkeys,” Heard 
said. 
Chunky, red-haired Bob Murphy 
came on to take second with a 66 and a 
342 total. 18-under-par and three back. 
Heard was at 343 after a last round 69.

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Fur Trapping Faces Hard Times 
Tulsa Upsets Ranked Louisville

Fur trapping in Ohio faces hard 
times, not for economic reasons but for 
emotional ones. 
A new move has been mounted in 
Columbus to outlaw the steel-jawed 
trap, long a mainstay in the fur har­ 
vester’s arsenal. 
It came in the form of a bill in­ 
troduced by Rep. Mike Stinziano of 
Columbus to ban the leg-hold trap 
which last year accounted for 35 to 40 
per cent of the harvest of 1.3 million 
fur bearing animals in Ohio. 
While Stinziano’s bill would only 
require the use of instantkill traps and 
would not prohibit all trapping. 


sportsmen see it as the first step 
toward outlawing trapping entirely. 
Critics of trapping call it cruel and 
inhumane.

Dating to pioneer days, trapping 
marsh rabbit has provided a source of 
food and income for millions of Ameri­ 
cans. While not especially lucrative 
today, it is profitable for some trap­ 
pers and is a source of outdoor 
recreation for many youngsters who 
otherwise might be less constructively 
occupied. 
Moreover, control of Tat numbers 
by trapping is essential in marsh areas 
where overpopulation invites disease 
or where dikes must be protected from 
the burrowing destroyer. 
In the hands of an inexperienced or 
careless trapper, some traps are 
tortuous. A leg-hold trap set on land 
can snap a muskrat’s leg which the 
animal often twists off before he limps 
away to die. 
On the other hand, the steel jaw trap 
can be as efficient as the instant-kill 
Connibear types when properly set. 
One such method is to set the trap in 
shallow water near a muskrat burrow 
or feeding station with its anchor chain 
fixed to a stake in water at least 18 
inches deep. 
When caught by the leg, the 
muskrat’s instinctive move is to deep 
water where the trap’s weight holds 
the animal under, drowning it within 
seconds. 
A spokesman for the Ohio Division of 
Wildlife had little comment on the 
Stinziano bdl, but noted that the 
division has endorsed existing trap­ 
ping methods on grounds that they are 
efficient and humane when used 
correctly.

Views On Television Here's How Top 
Cage Teams Fared 
NEW YORK (AP) - Say 
the 
highest-rated 
radio 
station in town has a rock or 
pop music format. So do other 
stations, but for various 
reasons they’re rated number 
two and lower in terms of 
audience size. 
What can they do to enlarge 
their audience? They might 
consider all-news or a heavy 
diet of news as a substitute 
for their current format. 
That’s what NBC Radio 
officials are suggesting this 
week to stations as NBC 
gears up for a massive new 
24-hour-a-day, 
seven-day-a- 
week service NBC says is in 
effect an all-news network, 
complete with anchormen. 
The idea, says Jack G. Tha­ 
yer, head of NBC’s radio divi­ 
sion, is to offer stations a ma­ 
jor news service around 
which they can wrap their 
local news efforts without the 
heavy costs of a local all-news 
station. 
NBC’s operation, called the 
“ NBC National News and 
Information Service,” won’t 
replace the NBC Radio 
Network’s current fare of 
features, commentaries and 
newscasts, NBC officials say. 
Instead, it’ll be staffed, 
operated and sold as a 
separate service, offering up 
to 50 minutes of network news 
programming each hour, 
with six of the 50 minutes 
reserved for network com­ 
mercials, NBC says. 
The programming will in­ 
clude international, national 
and regional news as well as 
sports news and sports fea­ 
tures, 
mini-documentaries 
and 
a 
special 
section, 
“ Information Center of the 
Mind.’’ 
It’ll cost about $10 million to 
start and run the first year, 
employ about 250 persons and 
cost each subscriber from 
$750 to $15,000, depending on 
the size of the market, NBC 
officials say. 
NBC’s 237 network af­ 
filiates and its own eight 
stations will be offered the 
service first, but if they turn 
it down other stations in their 
areas will be offered it on an 
exclusive basis, Thayer says. 
He said NBC hopes to have 
75 stations in the nation’s top 
IOO markets signed up by 
midApril, and that he has set 
June I as the “target date” 
for the service to begin. 
NBC officials say the 
reason for the new operations 
lies partly in the massive 
growth of commercial radio 
stations in the U.S. — less 
than 1,000 in 1945 compared to 
the 7,068 now listed as on the 
air. 
But only about 12 are all­ 
news stations, plus about four

This column of questions and an­ 
swers on federal tax matters is 
provided by the local office of the U.S. 
Internal Revenue Service and is 
published as a public service to tax­ 
payers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 
(Q.) How long do I have to keep my 
tax records on file? 
(A.) Your records must be retained 
as long as their contents may be 
material in the administration of any 
Internal Revenue law. Records that 
support an item of income or a 
deduction appearing on your return 
should be kept until the statute of 
limitations expires for that return. 
Usually this is three years from the 
date the return was due or filed, or two 
years from the date the tax was paid, 
whichever occurs later. Some records 
must be kept indefinitely. For example 
if you buy a house, you will have to 
keep all the records concerning the 
property so that later if you sell it, you 
can prove how much you paid for it, 
what you spent for repairs, etc. 
Records of transactions relating to 
property should be retained as long as 
they are material in determining the 
basis of the original or replacement 
property. 
(Q.) Is the interest I received with 
my tax refund in 1974 subject to in­ 
come tax? 
(A.) Yes. If you receive a tax refund 
that includes interest on the amount 
refunded, the interest must be in­ 
cluded in your gross income in the year 
received. 
(Q.) How much can I deduct for the 
mileage I drove for business purposes 
using my own car? 
(A.) For 1974, the standard mileage 
rate has been changed. If you used 
your car in business, you may deduct 
15 cents a mile for the first 15,000 miles 
of business use, and ten cents for each 
mile over 15,000. For other purposes 
such as moving expenses, medical 
expenses, and charitable contributions 
the rate has been increased to seven 
cents a mile. 
(Q.) How can I have my tax refund 
credited to next year’s tax? 
(A.) An overpayment of income and 
social security taxes entitles you to a 
refund, unless you indicate on your 
return that the overpayment should be 
applied to your next year’s estimated 
tax. If there is an overpayment of tax, 
you should indicate on lines 25 and 26 of 
Form 1040, or on lines 24 and 25 of 
Form 1040A the amount you want 
refunded and the amount you want 
credited against your estimated tax. 
On your initial declaration 
of 
estimated tax on Form 1040-ES, you 
may choose to have the overpayment 


applied entirely against your first 
payment or have it spread evenly 
against each installment of your 1975 
tax. If the IRS computes your tax for 
you, any refund to which you are en­ 
titled will be mailed to you. 
Indiana Tax 
Rebate Eyed 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — In a major 
policy 
shift, 
Indiana 
House 
Republicans now are prepared to back 
a state income tax rebate plan 
providing the largest refunds for low 
and middle-income Hoosiers. 


The proposal was contained in a 
GOP amendment to majority House 
Democrats’ bill for uniform $1,000 
exemptions for taxpayers and their 
dependents. The measure, HB2099, 
was at the amendment stage in the 
House today. 


Republican Gov. Otis R. Bowen’s tax 
relief program, already passed by the 
Senate, would provide an across-the- 
board 5 per cent rebate up to $25 the 
next two years. The refund would be 
larger for high-income taxpayers. 


The House GOF version worked out 
late last week is similar to a 
Democratic amendment rejected last 
month by majority Senate Republi­ 
cans. Both would have maximum 
cutoff on income levels for receiving 
any benefit.
